Hauptmann Case Bared 
To Legal Aspects Plea 
Before Appellate Court

Hauptmann's lawyers stripped his case of its emotional 
wrappings today and presented the core—the strictly 
legal aspect—to the state's highest court in an appeal 
from the Flemington verdict which decreed he must die 
for the murder of Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr. 


'To the fourteen judges of the Court of Errors and 


Appeals, they presented a lengthy brief, citing numer- 
ous legal opinions to support their contention that 
Hauptmann did not receive justice in the crowded, old- 
fashioned Hunterdon .county courthouse. 
: *' To the' brief they added, in their appeal, three 
hours of oral argument, 
twice the time allotted to 


the state. 


The Hauptmann brief laid Its* 
heaviest emphasis on the charge 
that the s^ate 
had 
wrongfully 
" used varying theories in the trial 


as to how the kidnaped child met 
death. The burden of state's evi- 
dence, .it said, was that the- child 
had been killed when he was 
dropped 
from 
the 
kidnaper's 


buckling ladder. Despite this, the 
brief contended, Attorney General 
David : T. Wilentz, summing 
up 


for the state, espoused an entire- 
ly different theory that Haupt- 
mann had killed the child before 
removing him from Kls crib.

cial message to congress. He asked this action to reduce large incomes and to pre- 
vent concentration of great wealth: 


Considerable difference of opinion existing as to whether he wanted the pro- 


gram passed this session. There was a clear implication he wanted most of it enacted 
before adjournment, but some leading democrats privately opposed this. The senate 
committee voted to extend the nuisance taxes for one year instead of two voted by 
the house.

Of every dollar earned by the 
farmer, 23 cents was derived from 
the sale of livestock, he said. 
"Op January 1, 1935" Pollock 
said, "there were approximately

These animals utilize 400,000,000 
acres of pasture lands and con- 
sume each year 70 per cent of 
all our grain and forage crops. 
The 
meat produced in 1934 if 
transported at one time, would 
require a solid train of refriger- 
ator cars 5,000 miles long."

First to 'come to mind is the 
ease of Russia, which has defi- 
nitely and comprehensively out- 
lawed all religion, and has main- 
tained systematic efforts to eradi- 
cate every -trace of 'it from the 
nation. Most of us

when Russia's proudest .boast was 
that she was "Holy Russia," and 
the czar was called "The Little 
Father"— the vice-gerent of the 
Great Father above. For a dozen 
years the present Russian gov- 
ernment has been conducting an 
"anti-God war," with • a world- 
ramifying: influence. 
Complete 
victory ;is not to be recorded — 
fend some 'of us think it never 
will be— but. at least a generation 
of Russians are 
growing 
up, 
trained in hostility to religion.. 


Germany, the land of Luther, is 
fostering a pagan nationalist cult, 
and hampering both the Protes- 
tant , a n d 
Roman 
Catholic 


churches. The .religious struggle 
in Germany really underlies all 
other- issues; and will probaby be 
determinative of the nation's fu- 
ture. 


Mexico has paetlcally outlawed 
the churches, 
Roman 
Catholic 


snd Protestant. She aims to ere 
ate a wholly secular civilization. 


• Turkey, too, has divorced the 
state from religion,, and abolished 
all religious .schools. Moslem and 
Christian. She permits freedom 
of worship, but- her instruction 
of youth, and the whole national 
trend, is toward the secular. 


Other oriental nations, notably 
China, have shown a tendency to 
do likewise; though 
the 
anti- 


Chrletlan tide in China seems def- 
initely to have turned.

All of the foregoing is a stag- 
gering record. It should 
driven the churches 
to

ship in religion it should be stim- 
ulated to: activity by the ominous 
world outlook In so many direc- 
tions.

acing, go the contemporary trends 
toward materialism and the secu- 
lar spirit. Things are in the sad- 
dle in the case of myriads of

power. The - old assumptions 


of the writings which shaped our 
national character are missing. A 
question mark is placed after all 
the ancient integrities. Chastity, 
honor,

a host of1 authors and readers. 
There Is abundant material for 
Jeremiahs in the present scene. 


The Uncertain Church. 
In 
considering 
a 
challenged 
Christianity, • we 
cannot 
Ignore 
the obvious defects in the religi- 
ous life of today. 
A spirit of 
hesitancy, of uncertainty, of ques- 
tioning and pettiness is outstand- 
ing. Confronted by a world crisis, 
the church Is quarrelling over the 
ill-defined issue of Fundamental- 
ism and Modernism. Our leaders 
are oftener ecclesiastical 
politi- 


cians than prophets. 
"Progressive" and publiclty-con- 


•cioui- preachers are heard often- 
er upon political and economic 
issues than upon the great cen- 


observers look upon this tendency 
as an escape philosophy; it is 
easier to deal in the generalities 
of world affairs than It is to 
win and train converts to the 
Christian life. If we knew only 
what we read In the press about 
the religious leaders of oUr time 
we might suppose that the Moon- 
ey case, the Scottsboro case, the 
world court pacifism and the arm- 
ament question were the. major 
themes of Christian interest; and 
that the great dynamic of the 
life- changing Gospel no 
longer 


held first place, 


On The Other Hand. 
AH of the. foregoing has been 
a gloomy but essential introduc- 
tion to the central theme of this 
Lesson. .For in spite of obstacles 
and discouragement and Indiffer- 
ence, 'the main Issue of 
Chris- 


tianity, is the winning of human 
lives into the discipleshlp of Je- 
sus. And that work, inadequately 
called missions, is going forward 
by majestic 
strides.. Thousands 
of missionaries are scattered over 
the non-Christian world, obeying 
the farewell command 
of 
the 


Saviour. 
Their success 
is indisputable 
and momentous. They are chal- 
lenging paganism and 
the 
old 
order. The. ancient 
civilizations 


of the^East have 
been funda- 
mentally affected by the Chris- 
tian - propaganda. No longer do 
informed persons .believe that 


"The East Is the East and the 
• 
West is the West, 
And never the twain shall meet' 


For they have met; and the old- 
est oriental Institutions, of slav- 
ery, the subjection and seclusion 
of women, prevailing ignorance 
caste tyranny and political de- 
spotism are crumbling before the 
conouerlng -Christian conceptions 
of life. That person who says 
that missions have accomplished 
nothing Is simply Ignorant. 


Glimpse* Of Triumph. 
As an antidote to the prevalent 


literature of 
depression, 
every 
Christian should read a mission- 
ary magazine. It is really neces- 
sary to do so In order to have 
a full-orbed conception of the 
state of religion throughout the 
•world. Some parts of the field 
may be suffering drought, while 
refreshing 
showers are making 


other regions fruitful. 
One of the Chinese cities that 
I hold in definite 
memory 
Is 
Suchlen, where I sojourned with 
'the Southern Presbyterian mis- 
sionaries during the great famine 
of Ifl06-07. The tyher day I had 
news of a Christian revival there, 
with the "big church" crowded 
beyond is capacity, and Inquirers 
numbering 
hundreds. 
Similar 
news of spiritual awaklngs comes 
from other parts of China. 
In Africa like scenes are being 
witnessed; and reports from In- 
dia i>re the same. In other words, 
on the mission field the Gospel 
is bearing Us primitive fruits, of 
conversion and regeneration. Mul- 
titudes of men and women are 
finding life's newness 
and 
joy 


and peace in coming to Christ. 
More and more the Indigenous 


church in mission lands is grow- 
ing self-supporting and 
aggres- 
sive, and carrying out for itself 
the Master's command to evange- 
lize. These results 
mirror 
the 
predominantly spiritual activities 
of the missionaries. When I grow

"In line with our recent dis- 
cussion, I am requesting you to 
set Up in the division of business 
co-operation a section devoted to 
accumulting, checking

changes occur in the maintenance 
Of labor standards or fair prac- 
tice provisions of codes of fair 
competition, following the aboli- 
tion of such codes. 
"It is .of primary Importance 


that -this work should be done 
very carefully and under the su-

tuted as follows: An impartial 
chairman,

We feel that If the em- 
ployer can not pay .subsistence 
wages for a full time job, It should 
best he declared no .1ob at all. 
The funds we spend are to oe 
used to grant relief to economical- 
ly, distressed persons. 
We have 
no money for subsidies to em- 
ployers."

chant marine, the committee nev- 
ertheless conceded that bitter op- 
position would prevent thl* and 
eo it recommended an alternative 
plan 
of 'government ownership 


and private operation, the oper- 
ation to be subsidized where this 
i* proved necessary." 


Dluenslon In Committee. 
The committee consists of five 
members, of whom 
only 
two 


signed the report without reser- 
vatlon. They were Senators Black 
(D-AIa), chairman, and McCarran 
(D-Nev). Senator King (D-Utah) 
signed it with the reservation that 
he disagreed with any form of 
subsidy. • He proposed tariff ad- 
justments and other legislation to 
build up a merchant marine. 
Senator White 
(R-Me) whose

Subsidy Program Explained,

43 "mail pay" contracts in effect 
under the 1298 Jones-White cat, 
only 20 required

and is enjoying it. 


Baker, a 38-year-old bricklayer 


was arreeted 
for 
Illegal entry 
last September, after walking Into 
Russia to convert the Bolsheviks 
to the "right -way of living", but 
only recently did word of 
his 


plight reach the embassy. 


Secretary Angus T. Ward went 


to • the camp immediately In an 
attempt 'to aid the Texan.

Ward said he found Baber In 


excellent spirits, with plenty to 
eat and ' comfortable 
quarters, 
praising the treatment he has re- 
ceived from the Soviets. 


The secretary said Baker told 


him he left Texas In February of 
last year, worked his way to Eu- 
rope and set out afoot for Russia 
to preach hl« Ideals to the Bol- 
sheviks. 


No Decision Reached. 


WASHINGTON, June 80.—(/P>— 
Secretary Hull said today that 
the State Department had made 
no decision as to what is to be' 
done about Ernest Elmer Baker, 
self-styled religious crusader. Who 
hitch-hiked to Soviet Russia In 
an avowed effort to convert that 
nation to Christianity. 


The American , embassy In Mos- 
cow Investigated the case when 
first advised of it, Hull explafned 
and will take whatever action Is 
necessary.

ihrough perhaps as many as 33 
other circles—representing the in- 
termediate holding companies, the 
supply companies, the 
financing 
companies sfnd the like.

is milked all along the line so that 
when it gets to the top holding 
company, if lucky, it represented 
about $4.
